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more skill and they considered 
themselves a trifle fortunate to 
get away with a 1-0 defeat. 

Although Wanderers had a 
few chances in Italy, they ad- 
mitted they were on the run in 
the first half, during which 
Monza scored the only goal 
through Ugo Tossetto. The ball 
control of the Italians was par- 
ticularly impressive and their 
support play caused the Blues 
no-end of trouble. 

The outcome of tomorrow’s 
game could well depend on what 
attitude the Italians take. They 
could decide to defend that 1-0 
first leg lead and play for 
breakaways, but one would 
hope they go for all out attack, 
Whatever policy they choose, 
Wycombe fans will have a good 
opportunity to see the skills of 
Italians. 

A 4,000 crowd watched the 
game in Monza and Wanderers 
officials are hoping for a similar 
figure at Loakes Park. There are 
still stand seats available and 
those who wish to watch from 
the stand should use the top two 
turnstiles.
